How shall I thank you, Senators, for the distinguished honér 
which you have just conferred upon me? an elevation to this place, 
to the second position in the government of our State, and that 
State noble, chivalrous and world renowned Tennessee, is surely 
enough to fill the measure of any man’s ambition. But to me, 
with my limited experience in the halls of legislation, with my 
humble claims upon your kindness for so high an honor, this dis- 
tinction comes to lay upon me, strong and weighty obligations, and 
to excite sensations, which struggle in vain for expression. Ac- 
cept, therefore, my Most sincere and profound acknowledgments, 
for this act of yours, an act too partial I fear on your part, and too 
unmerited on mine. 

Upon the discharge of the duties you have assigned me, I shall 
enter with a firm determination that if assidnity and zeal, of a 
constant and persevering effort to discharge these duties well, can 
commend me to your approbation, that approval shall riot be 
wanting to crown my highest aspirations. 
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We are about to enter upon the transaction of important public 
business. Interesting and weighty questions of public policy await 
our action; arduous and responsible duties lie before us. And as 
our interests are diversified, our opinions and modes of thinking 
dissimilar and various, we may anticipate that our harmony-and 
concord will not unfrequently be invaded by the rivalry, the gen- 
erous rivalry and conflict, of those interests and opinions. 

You will prescribe such rules for our government and direction 
as may be best adapted to conduct us with propriety and dignity 
through all these intellectual conflicts; and mine will be the duty 
to direct our deliberations by rules as by a compass. And towards 
my action in this regard I invoke the same partiality and kindness 
to which I owe my elevation. For my failures I bespeak your 
charity; for my errors, oblivion. And permit me now to express 
the hope that our deliberations here may be so conducted and may 
so end as to redound to the credit of each individual Senator, and 
to the honor and well being of our common State.

Gentlemen of the Senate, S 
and of the House of Representatives : 


Assembled as you are, at the seat of government, to discharge 
the duties with which you have been invested, it is gratifying to 
be assured of the health and prosperity now prevailing in our 
community. 

For these blessings we are under renewed obligations to the 
Great Ruler of the Universe, who has watched over us, and at 
all times contributed with a bountiful hand to our wants. 

Reports will be laid before you from the different Departments 
of the government of the State, and the Institutions under its 
control, from which you will learn their respective conditions, and 
the manner in which they have been conducted. 

The subject of Internal Improvements is more exciting than 
any other likely to occupy your attention during the session. The 
people in cach division of the State, are aroused upon this sub- 
ject, and have their plans of improvement, some in progress and 
others in contemplation. You will be asked to extend the aid of 
the State, to a large amount, in building railroads and opening 
rivers. Beginning at the West, a railroad is in progress, or soon 
will be, from Memphis to Charleston, South Carolina, a portiori of 
which is located in this State. I am not advised that any aid 
will be asked for that road from your body. From Memphis by 
Jackson to Nashville a railroad is contemplated to unite with the 
Nashville and Chattanooga road; this we all know would be a 
work of vast interest to the people, and should receive every al 
the State can give it, The Mobile and Ohio railroad, should it be 
made, will cross the State from South to North, west of the Ten- 
nessee river, and would be of no small importance to the people 
in that section of the State, affording them an additional market 
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for the sale of their produce. The utility of a continuous railroad 
irom the Mississippi river, the Atlantic, traversing the entire 
length of our State, cannot be denied. In Middle Tennessee the 
Nashville and Chattanooga railroad, a most noble enterprise, a 
portion of which is now in operation, and. the East Tennessee and 
Georgia railroad, now partly in operation, and nearly completed, 
a most admirable road, constitute an important part of the road 
above indicated, ard guarantee the construction of the whole line 
of road from the Mississippi to the Eastern boundary of the State, 
there to unite with the road now building from Petersburg, Vir- 
ginia, to the Tennessee line. The road from Knoxville to the Vir- 
ginia line has been chartered and a portion of it placed under 
contract; this road calls loudly for the assistance of the State, 
both on account of its National importance, and the many local 
advantages which would result from it to the people of that divi- 
sion of the State. This road would develop the vast sources of 
wealth which have been concealed for ages in the mountains of 
Kast Tennessee. This delightful division of our State, abounding 
in all the native elements of wealth, but hemmed in on all sides by 
ledges of lofty mountains, which seem to forbid its intercourse 
with other parts of the earth, demands artificial assistance, to 
remove the obstructions which so long have kept back the 
streams of wealth which would fertilize the country were those 
barriers removed. The line of road above mentioned would pass 
diagonally through the State from South-west to North-east, af- 
fording railroad communication with the Atlantic, East and South 
by the Virginia and Georgia roads. 

This improvement would secure the travel and transportation 
for a large scope of country from the Valley of the Mississippi to 
the Atlantic, and would be a source of great profit to the stock- 
holders in the road, besides the wealth and population it would 
bring into the State. The completion of this line of road would 
be an inducement, should the General Gevernment determine to 
build a railroad to the Pacific, to make its Eastern terminus unite 
with the Tennessee road. a 

Thus our State would Become the highway of nations, and the 
traffic between Europe on the one hand, and the East Indies and 
China on the other, would be conducted along this read. 

Many other railroads are in contemplation, some of which would 
be highly useful. The road from Nashville to Jefferson City in 
- the State of Missouri, called the Central Missouri Railroad, would 
cross the Tennessee river not far from the Kentucky line, and 
would furnish railroad communication to the people occupying the 
northern section of Middle Tennessee with the Atlantic. Also the 
Cincinnati Railroad from Nashville through Frankfort, Kentucky, 
to Cincinnati, thus uniting with the north-eastern railroads and the 
lakes, and onward to the Atlantio; likewise the Louisville and 
Nashville Railroad. These roads, or at least one of them, would 
be of great utility, and may require the aid of the State in their 
Construction. In addition to these, other railroads have’ been 
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mentioned as likely to pass over some portion of our State. But 
having already treated this subject at some length, I shall particu- 
larize no others. 

We are all satisfied of the benefits which would result to the 
State, from a well organized system of railroad communication. 
But the great question is, can the State safely extend such aid to 
individual enterprise, as will accomplish this desirable object ?— 
This is a question alone for the determination of your honorable 
body. Experience has shown that partnerships, between the State 
and individuals, in works of internal improvement, result badly. 
Perhaps the better plan would be, to grant liberal charters to 
companies composed of individuals, for the construction of rail- 
roads. Let them by their money and labor prepare the road for 
the rails and fixtures, and then call upon the State for aid. Should 
it appear from investigation that the improvements thus made, 
when furnished, would be profitable, let a lien be taken by the 
State, upon the whole stock of the company in the road as com- 
pleted, and upon the rails and fixtures, to save the State from loss; 
then let the State Joan her credit in State bonds payable at a dis- 
tant day, say fifty years or less, bearing an interest of six per cent. 
payable semi annually, at some commercial point in the United 
States. Should the credit of the State not be impaired by the 
issue of bonds to an amount beyond which it can safely go, the 
bonds will sell in market for a premium, which might be applied 
in the payment of interest. In this way, works of internalim- 
provement may be constructed and put in operation, which would 
defray the expense of building, and enrich the individual stock- 
holders, and the State be subjected to no cost, and but little risk 
in the aid she affords in the construction. J recommend to your 
favorable consideration, cach of the roads specified above, as 
meriting all the aid the State can safely give, while at the same 
time, the interest of the State should be strictly guarded, and all 
necessary steps taken to secure her against loss. 

A portion of your attention will be given to the subject of pop- 
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ular Education. This is a matter that well deserves your consid- . 


eration. The system of Common Schools now in use, in many 
particulars may not be the best which can be devised. But I 
regret that Ihave no other plan to recommend. The amount of 
the fund for annual distribution is too small to meet the demands 
upon it, under any system that can be devised. 

Upon examination, it will be found difficult to suggest a mode 
by which the fund can be increased, except by taxation. Are 
your constituents prepared to submit to a tax for Common School 
purposes? A more intimate knowledge of their views may ena- 
ble you to judge with greater accuracy than I can do. But the 
indications which have come under my observation, induce the 


belief that such a tax would not meet the approbation of a ma- ` 


jority of the taxable population of the State. 
Impressed with this conviction, it would be improper to recom- 
mend that method of increasing the School Fund; we must wait 
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till public sentiment shall require it, which ultimately must be the 
case, if ever the indigent children in our midst are to be educated 
at public expense. 

It would be wholly useless to urge the utility of popular Educa- 
tion, in preserving and perpetuating our free institutions; this 
proposition is universally admitted, yet how little progress has 
been made in securing its blessings. 

I commit the subject to your consideration, hoping your wisdom 
may devise some plan by which this desirable object may be at- 
tained. 

The Bank of Tennessee is a’ subject in which the State is deeply 
interested. It has at all times been the duty of your body to ex- 
amine thoroughly into the condition of this institution. At no 
periód in its history has such an investigation been more necessary 
than at the present. 

You remember that in this Bank is vested the whole of the 
Common School Fund, and the surplus revenue on deposite with 
the State, together with the unexpended interest thereon; and in 
addition to these amounts, a sum was ordered to be raised on the 
faith of the State, sufficient to make the whole capital five millions | 
of dollars; yet the capital of the Bank has never reached that 
amount. The annual revenue of the State is likewise deposited 
inthis Bank. The Bank of Tennessee is also used as the great 
fiscal agent of the State. These facts show the deep interest 
which the people of the State have in the faithful administration 
of this institution, and indicate the vigilance which should be 
exercised by their agents over its administration. What its pre- 
sent condition is, and how it has been conducted for the last two 
years, you will learn from a report to be made by its presiding 
officer. 

I commend to your consideration the various acts of Assembly 
pertaining to this institution, for such amendments as the nature 
of the case may seem to require. 

Iam no advocate for frequent changes in the fundamental law 
of the State, but when defects become apparent, it is the- part of 
wisdom to remove them, and to adopt something in their stead, 
more likely to answer the original design. 

The interest of the State, combined with public sentiment, de- 
mand a change in the mode of electing Judges and Attorneys 
General. The incipient steps were taken by the last Legislature ` 
to soamend the Constitution, as to give the election of those 
officers to the people direct. To consummate the measure requires 
the action of this General Assembly. 

I commend to your favorable consideration this subject. 

Complaints have been made as to the unequal operation of the 
revenue laws, as they affect the mercantile community. It will 
be your duty to look carefully into this subject, and should defects 
be found to exist, to apply the proper remedy. 


_ 
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I recommend the subject to your consideration, for such amend- 
ments as may be thought necessary. 

A vacaney occurred in the office of Chancellor, in the Middle 
Division of the State, by the death of the Hon. Terry H. Cahal, 
which was filled temporarily by the appointment of Hon. A. O, P. 
Nicholson, who after holding the office some time resigned, and 8. 
D. Frierson was then appointed, who now holds the office. Also 
a vacancy occurred in the seventh judicial circuit, by the death of 
the Hon. M. A. Martin; the temporary appointment was tendered 
to Alfred Robb, Esq., who declined it, and the Ion.” Cave Johnson 
was then appointed, and is now in office. In the fourth judicial 
circuit a vacancy was made by the resignation of the Hon. W. B. 
Campbell, which was filled temporarily by the appointment of the 
Hon. Alvin Cullom. Likewise a vacancy occurred in the common 
Jaw and chancery court of the city of Memphis. by the death of 
the Hon. W. B. Turley, which was temporarily filled by the ap- 
pointment of the Hon. William R. Harris. 


The office of Attorney Generalin the eleventh judicial circuit _ 


was vacated by the resignation of D. M. Leatherman, which was 
filled by the appointment of John D. Goodall, Esq. Also a vacan- 
cy exists in the office of Attorney General in the twelfth district 
by the resignation of J. W. Carter to take effect from the first day 
of October, 1851. In this last case no appointment has been made. 
No other vacancies have come to my knowledge, which your 
Honorable body can fill, since your last adjournment. 

In compliance with an act of the General Assembly, passed 


January 80th, 1850, I appointed Doctor J. G. M. Ramsey, of Knox: ' 


county, Bast Tennessee, Agent, to control the bonds of the State, 


authorized and required to be issued, in behalf of the East Ten- . 


I caused to be issued and . > 


placed in the hands of the agent for the benefit of said company, ' 


coupon bonds of the State, to the amount of three hundred and 
fifty thousand dollars, payable forty ycars after date, bearing six 
per cent per annum interest, payable semi-annually in the city of 
New York. Doctor Ramsey has made a report, now on file in the 
office of the Secretary of State, which shows the able manner In 
which he has in part executed his trust; the law authorizing the 
appointment is silent on the subject of compensation to the agent; 
whether the compensation and expenses of the agent should be 
paid by the State, or by the company is not determined by the 
law. J would respectfully call your attention to the subject for 
such action as you may deem proper. The trust has been one of 
great responsibility, and attended with some difficulty in the exe- 
cution, and should be well rewarded. 
On application of the President and Directors of the Memphis 
and Charleston Railroad company, and in obedience to an act 
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passed 25th January, 1850, I appointed three Commissioners, tO | 
wit: William B. Grove, R. F, Mackin and James A. Rogers, quali- | 


fied as the act requires, to assess the value of the interest of the 
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State, in the Lagrange and Memphis Railroad company, and to 
report the same to the Governor. The Commissioners have made 
their report, fixing the amount at fifteen thousand dollars, which is 
filed with the Secretary of State. But owing to some defect in 
the bond for the payment of the purchase money the title has not 
been conveyed, but full assurance has been given that the whole 
matter will soon be adjusted. 

In obedience to an act of the General Assembly, passed 4th 
February, 1848, and at the request of the President and Directors 
of the Nashville and Chattanooga Railroad Company, and after 
being satisfied that all the provisions of the law had been compli- 
ed with, [ endorsed and guarantied, in the name and on the behalf 
of the State of Tennessee, the bonds of the Nashville and Chatta- 
nooga Railroad company, to the amount of two hundred and fifty 
thousand dollars, bearing interest at the rate of six per cent per 
annum, and payable thirty years after date. These bonds, when 
endorsed and guarantied, were delivered to the President of the 
- Nashville and Chattanooga Railroad company. 

The beautiful State Capitol now in progress of construction has, 
since your last adjournment, made rapid advances towards comple- 
tion, owing in part to the fact that a larger amount had been ap- 
propriated for that object than on former occasions. I submit to 
your honorable body the propriety of making still greater allow- 
ances and completing the building with as little delay as practica- 
ble. This course would doubtless result in the benefit of the State, 
by relieving it from the high salary of officers employed to su- 
perintend its construction. 

I congratulate your honorable body that the new State Hospital 
for the insane in Tennessee is now ready, or nearly so, to be occu- 
pied. It will be for you to direct and control its management by 
special law. This edifice and its benevolent objects do honor to 
the humanity of our Legislature in behalf of many, deserving 
Loth our pity and tender care. 

The General Assembly by resolution passed 13th- December, 
1849, made it my duty to appoint some suitable person to select 
from the finest specimens of Marble in the State, a slab. on which 
the name of the State, and any other inscription deemed prudent 
should be made, and to have the same placed within the great 
National Washington Monument, at the City of Washington. I 
appointed the late Girard Troost to make the selection, who after 
entering upon the duties, but before much progress had been made, 
departed this life. I then appointed the Hon. Dan’l Graham, who 
made the selection from the quarry of Orville Rice, Esq., of the 
county of Hawkins, The slab is four feet long, two feet thick, and 
eighteen inches deep, of a dark chocolate color, highly finished, 
and with the following inscription: “Tennessee—The Federal 
Union: It must be preserved.” ‘The slab has been sent to the City 


of Washington, and the expenses paid, which amounted to three 
hundred dollars. 
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I have now touched briefly upon the subjects of State policy 
which I wished to lay before you, and might here close this com- 
munication. The subject of Federal relations, now occupies a 
very equivocal position. The first session of the last Congress 
was chiefly occupied in discussing the points of controversy be- 
tween the different sections of the Union, and after a lengthy, heat- 
ed debate, they passed a series of laws called the Compromise 
measures, which were intended to finally settle all the points of 
controversy among the different sections of the Union. Should 
this adjustment have the desired effect, it will be a matter of gen- 
eral joy throughout the Union. I deem it the duty of every good 
citizen to give this attempted adjustment a fair trial, and to en- 
deavor by all honorable means to reconcile the disturbed elements, 
and to restore peace and harmony to the country. My views upon 
the subject of Federal politics have been recently freely expressed 
all over the State, in the presence and hearing of the assembled 
multitudes. I therefore deem it wholly useless, as they remain 
unchanged, here to express them. 

In closing this communication, permit me to tender my best 
wishes for your success, indulging the hope that your labors may 
result in the adoption of such measures as will promote the lasting 


prosperity and happiness of the State.

A message from his Excellency, William B. Campbell, by W. B. 
A. Ramsey, Secretary of State : 


Mr. SPEAKER: 
I am directed by his Excellency, William B. Campbell, 
Governor of Tennessee, to transmit his message to both Houses of 
this General Assembly. 
Said message is as follows: 


Fellow-Citizens of the Senate and 
House of Representatives : 


The message of my predecessor at the commencement of the 
session, has placed before you very fully, official information of the 
state of the government. Yet, in deference to the usages of the 
State, I submit for your consideration such views as I entertain in 
respect to the important matters of legislation to which the public 
good would seem to invite your attention. 

You wield the whole legislative power of one of thirty-one sov- 
ereign States, united in the most powerful republican confederacy 
on the face of the earth. In discharging your duties as legislators, = 
your action will necessarily have relation in some degree to the 
National as well as to the State Government: for such is the struc- 
ture of our institutions, that both the National and State Govern- 
ments, endowed with sovereignty within their respective spheres, 
derive their powers from the same great people, in whom at least 
rests the real, the ultimate and the supreme sovereignty. 

In such a government, and one which has grown to be of vast 
extent and diverse interests—the injunction of the constitution of 
the State “to encourage knowledge, learning and virtue,” and “a 
well regulated system of internal improvements”—as “ being es- 
sential to the preservation of republican institutions,” and “ calcu- 
lated to develop the resources of the State, and promote the hap- 
piness and prosperity of her citizens,” cannot but be regarded as 
wise and patriotic. It is by all conceded to be the obvious duty of 
the legislature to promote and encourage education. A faithful 
observance of the constitutional provision, making the common 
school fund a “ perpetual fund, the principal of which shall never 
be diminished by legislative appropriations,’ may doubtless be 
expected at your hands. I would, however, invite your careful 
examination into the best mode of carrying out another portion of 
the same fundamental law, which requires that “the interest 
thereof shall be inviolably applied to the support and encourage- 
ment of common schools throughout the State, and for the equal 
benefit of all the people thereof.” It is deeply to be regretted 
that the fund is not larger or more effective. It is much to be de- 
sired that some plan could be devised by which its benefits could 
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be so distributed as to secure an education to all who are really 
unable to procure one. But, coming as you do fresh from the dit- 
ferent counties, and fully enlightened as to the sentiments of your 
respective constituencies, I submit the question of a modification 
of the present school system to your decision, merely begging to 
impress on you the propriety of a free interchange of opinion, and 
an attentive consideration of the whole subject. 

No State has more to promise itself from “a well regulated 
system of internal improvement” than Tennessce. Geographical- 
ly placed in a vast interior, far distant from ocean and lakes, and 
the great marts of commerce, the heavy products of our labor 
slowly wend their way to distant markets, burdened with great 
costs, risks, and delays of transportation, while the fabrics of other 
countries reach us in return, taxed with the profits of a hundred 
hands through which they must pass before they touch our borders. 

We possess in a remarkable degree the elements of wealth; but 
being cut off from commercial intercourse, they remain compara- 
tively undeveloped. The soil teems with a superabundance of 
agricultural products ; emboweled in the earth lie inestimable min- 
eral treasures ; the water power of the streams, the timber of the 
forests, the variety of staples, and the excellence of the climate, 
combine to give us a capacity for population and wealth, rarely to 
be met with elsewhere. But it is worthy of remark that other 
States less favored appear to have outstripped us. Why is this! 
so? The last census returns show that our increase of population 
within the last ten years has been twenty-one per cent, whilst the 
average increase for.the United States has been thirty-five per 
cent. It would seem that where railroads have been built, there 
has been a rapid development of population and resources. With- 
in the period above referred to, Georgia has increased in popula- 
tion thirty ‘per cent; New York twenty-seven per cent; Pennsyl- 
vania thirty-one per cent ; Ohio forty-one per cent; Indiana forty- 
four per cent ; Illinois sixty-eight per cent ; and some other States 
still more largely. . 

Rivers and Railroads beyond our borders turn the currents of 
travel around and from.us, diverting to other fields masses of capi- 
tál and skilled labor in search of employment. A Railroad from 
Louisville to Nashville, affording a passage in six hours, at a cost 
of from three to five dollars, would introduce thousands of sturdy 
and skillful laborers from the teeming thoroughfares of the North- 
west, who now, encountering a stage passage of thirty-six hours, 
at a cost of fifteen dollars, turn aside from vehat they regard as 
an impenetrable interior. And so it would be at each end of the 
great thoroughfare from central Virginia through East Tennessee 
to the Mississippi river at Memphis, or one from the sea board at 
Charleston and Savannah through Middle and West Tennessee to 
the Madrid Bend; or from Mobile or New Orleans through West 
Tennessee to the Ohio river and the Lakes. 

Our vast coal fields, which lie undisturbed while our pig iron 
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seeks foundries and rolling mills erected upon the coal ficlds of 
Pennsylvania and other States, and while our colton and wool are 
transported to still more distant manufactories, would then be 
thrown open to the purpose for which they were designed, and our 
mountains and valleys would resound with the busy clang of ham- 
mers, looms and spindles. A wise division of labor would ensue ; 
consumers of the farmer’s produce would take at good prices all 
his surplus products at his very door. Livery portion of the State 
would be brought into close proximity with good markets, and the 
value of lands would be greatly enhanced. The results, as 
shown by other States, which have constructed such roads, and to 
the details of which I invite your attention, are no less astonishing 
than cheering to the friends of Internal Improvements. 

The public works indicated are invited by the approaches of 
the neighboring States of Virginia, South Carolina, Georgia, Ala- 
bama, Mississippi, Louisiana and Kentucky, all of whom it is 
gratifying to observe, aro pointing their great roads towards Ten- 
nessee. South Carolina and Georgia, as you are aware, have al- 
ready penetrated our border ; Virginia is pushing her work rapidly 
to the line; Kentucky, Alabama, Mississippi and Louisiana, are 
earnestly moving in the same great system of public works. We 
shall have but a small part tò be accomplished in the immense net- 
work of railroads of which Tennessee will- become the centre; 
but this smal] part will be sufficient to tax very greatly the ener- 
gies of our people. It will require many years and large expen- 
ditures to accomplish it; but when done it will return the expendi- 
tures ten-fold, fully develop our vast resources, and ultimately 
render Tennessee onc of the most prosperous and powerful States 
in the confederacy. 

Individual enterprise, assisted by the credit of the State, has al- 
ready accomplished much towards it, and show how the remainder 
may inthe main be effected. Without demanding a dollar from 
the State Treasury, or requiring any guarantee without the most 
ample indemnity, the Nashville and Ghattanooga company have 
raised abundant means for completing that road, more than forty 
miles of which are already finished, and the remainder expected 
to be completed in another year, a total distance of about one 
hundred and fifty miles. Individual enterprise, assisted by the 
State, has already completed about forty miles of the East Ten- 
nessee and Georgia road, and the work is rapidly progressing.— 
Individual enterprise has also taken the lead, and thus far without 
the aid of the State has made a commencement upon the Kast Ten- 
nessee and Virginia road, another great link in the important chain 
through the valleys of Hast Tennessee. About $2,600,000 have 
been subscribed to the Memphis and Charleston road. Over $2,- 
000,000 to the road from Louisville to Nashville, and above $150,-’ 
000 to the road from Nashville to Columbia. 

All these works deserve the countenance of the State, and some. 
of them will, to a greater or less extent, no doubt, require in some 
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form a loan of the credit of the State. Individuals should in all 
such enterprises take the lead. They aro entitled when the works 
promise to be of public utility, to liberal charters. The State 
ought not herself to engage in them, but when it is manifest that 
the works are important to the public interest, promising fair 
profits on investments, and the eitizens have already taxed them- 
selves liberally, but are not able to accomplish their heavy under- 
takings, it does seem to me to be a high duty of the State to loan 
her credit, at least towards ironing and equipping the roads after 
they have been prepared for the iron, upon ample indemnity by 
the individual stockholders against loss, and to any needed extent 
which will not seriously embarrass the State Treasury or cripple 
her credit. ' 

These principles are regarded as fundamental, and ought never 
to be lost sight of or departed from. It will be your duty carefully 
to examine into, and determine upon the ability of the State to 
grant the aid which may be asked for. I would also suggest to 
you the great propriety of securing forthe State an intelligent and 
careful supervision of such work as she may feel called upon to 
give her aid to, at least to the extent of seeing that the condition 
upon which sugh aid is to be granted, shall in good faith be com- 
plied with. 

Connected intimately with this subject is an examination into 
the resources and liabilities of the State. The report of the 
Comptroller, and those of the different Banks in which the funds 
of the State have been invested, which reports are already before 
you, furnish data for determining their true character and amount. 

I recommend a careful and thorough examination into the vari- 
ous offices and institutions, having the custody of the public funds. 
Economy and a faithful discharge of duty on the part of minis- 
terial functionaries, are the better insured by constant habits of 
vigilance, in the supervision of government authorities, on which 
they are dependent. Under various changes in the laws, making 
disposition of special funds of the State, some obscurity is liable to 
arise in relation to thé character and amount of certain funds, if 
not accounted with care, and with proper distinctness. I observe 
that the stock of the State in the Union Bank is reported by the 
Bank, and by the Comptroller at $625,600. I submit to you to 
ascertain whether the actual amount is not $664,094. The item 
of $38,494, which is not included by the Bank, and which is men- 
tioned as county school funds by the Comptroller,is aœ portion of 
the funds made common school funds of the State, and which has 
been so strictly regarded by the act of 1827, ch. 64—the act of 
1831, ch. 16—the act of 1885, ch. 23, and the act of 1844, ch, 159. 
The $146,000 item of stock in the Union Bank, is school fund stock 
of the State, and the interest arising from this and other school 
fund stocks, is directed by law to be paid into the contingent fund 
of the Bank of Tennéssee, whilst the dividends arising from the 
original stock of the State in the Union Bank, becomes principal 
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common schoo] fund, and the bonus paid by the Bank constitutes 
part of the annual distributive school fund. After meeting the 
accruing interest upon the Union Bank bonds, the surplus of these 
profits should be separately accounted, as directed by law, that no 
confusion may hereafter arise as to their identity or amount. 

It appears that the proceeds of the sales of school lands belong- 
ing to school districts of certain of the counties of the State, as 
provided for in the act of 1844, have accumulated, in the Bank of 
Tennessce, to the amount of $301,965 12. As these sales were 
made on terms of ten annual payments, it is probable that the 
whole proceeds, collected and uncollected, amount to a much 
larger sum. With so important a fund, it is worthy of inquiry, 
what amount of lands have been sold; what are the whcle pro- 
ceeds of the sales; what portion, whether due or undue, remains 
uncollected; what portion, if any, is not well secured; and to 
what extent each school land district is entitled to interest on the 
funds raised on securities running to maturity ? 

In connexion with the public revenues, it will doubtless arrest 
your attention, that the average value of land for taxation in the 
State, has again receded nearly to the low point of depression 
attained in 1846, which caused the modification of the law at the 
next ensuing session of the Legislature. The supposed remedy 
then provided, would seem to have lost its force ; and it behooves 
you to enquire what further change is necessary to enforce just 
valuations. It is certain that the actual value of lands have 
generally advanced instead of receded. Yet the average assess- 
ment value for the whole State is now reported to be but $3 25 
per acre. 

It will be your duty at this session to make provision for the 
payment of the second instalment of the Union Bank bonds, 
amounting to $125,000, which fall due on the first day of January, 
1858. It appears to me probable that this payment may be safely 
spared out of the present large surplus in the Treasury; but this 
you will be better prepared to determine after providing for other 
unavoidable demands upon the Treasury. 

It would seem that.about fifteen thousand dollars of the revenue 
raised for the building of the new Lunatic Asylum, remain in the 
Treasury unexpended. This building has been completed in a 
style highly creditable to the commissioners who superintended its 
construction, and will, I doubt not, answer the humane and bene- 
volent purposes for which it was designed. It yet remains to be 
enclosed and furnished, and otherwise fitted up with conveniences 
for the reception of patients. I refer you to the report of the com- 
missioners for particulars, and would respectfully recommend that 
an early appropriation be made for this purpose, out of the funds 
already provided by law. 

The nett profit, exhibited by the Bank of Tennessee, within the 
last two years, of $116,799 18, on an actual capital of $2,389,652 54, 
is large ; and it is gratifying to notice that the suspended debt of 
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the Bank has been reduced $94,628 75. I am not aware that any 
change of the law as respects this important institution, is required 
at the present session. But a careful, vigilant, and thorough ex- 
amination into its affairs, is no doubt expected by your constituen- 
cies and demanded by the true interest of the State, and should 
not on your part be omitted or neglected. 

I regard it as highly expedient that you should make a Jiberal 
appropriation towards the completion of the State Capitol, that it 
may certainly be finished within the next two years. 

Convinced as I am of the great propriety of making serious and 
important changes in our system of jurisprudence, I cannot pass 
by that subject without specially calling your attention to the ne- 
cessity and importance of simplifying the practice and pleadings 
in our courts of justice, or of altogether abolishing the whole sys- 
tem of special pleading, and of uniting in the same tribunal the 
administration of both Equity and Law. The improvements of 
the age in which we live, the genius and spirit of our republican 
institutions, and an enlightened public opinion, based upon a long 
and careful consideration of the subject, demand that the reform 
should be made. Some of the oldest and most enlightened States 
in the confederacy, on whom were also entailed those antiquated 
English forms of actions and practice, regarding them as an excres- 
cence injurious to a pure and just adminstration of the law, have 
lopped them off, and adopted far more simple and plain procedure 
in their courts. Isincerely hope you may adopt such measures as 
will remedy the evil complained of. r 

I regard the recent expressions of popular opinion with reference 
to the mode of electing Judges and Attorneys General, as creating 
a strong implication of duty upon your honorable body, fully to 
sanction the act passed upon at the last session of the General 
Assembly, and which now awaits your action. The present mode 
of election is justly liable to objections. The fundamental theory 
of our government consists in reliance upon the virtue and intelli- 
gence of the people. Who will doubt that they who have so long 
been the safe depositories of higher powers, will exercise, with 
reference to these offices, that wisdom and purity and patriotism 
which have been the characteristics and the glory of-the American 
people. i 

ies said that, in discharging your duties as legislators, your 
action will necessarily have relation in some degree to the Na- 
tional as well as the State Government. Among the duties of this 
class devolving upon you at this session, is that of laying off the 
State into Congressional districts, in which you will be guided by 
the late census returns and the regulations of law provided by the 
government of the United States. Connected with this duty will 
also be that of laying off the State into Senatorial and Represen- 
tative districts for the State Legislature, in which you will be aided 
by the enumeration of votes taken under the constitution within 
the present year. 
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The term of the Ion. Hopkins L. Turney, late a Senator in the 
Congress of the United States, expired on the third day of March 
last, and the duty devolves upon you at this session to fill that 
vacancy. 

In view of the great interest taken in the subject by the people 
of the United States, it is my opinion that you should reflect in 
some form of public expression, the sentiments of the people of our 
State, in connexion with the great questions which havo so recent- 
ly disturbed the peace, the harmony and the safety of the Union. 
Tennessee is not without a powerful influence in the confederacy 
—nn influence to which the valor of her sons in war, and their 
wisdom and moderation in peace have justly entitled her. Her 
voice should be fully and fairly heard. ler people are patriotic, 
devoted to the Union, true to the peculiar rights of the South, faith- 
ful to the Constitution, obedient to the laws, and ever steadily loyal 
to the true glory and greatness of this country. They have stood 
as a mighty rock amid the surges of the sea, whether the tempests 
of passion have come from the North or the South, sternly repelling 
the threatening tide of abolition on the one side, and the angry 
billows of disunion of the other. The peace and glory of the 
Republic may yet depend upon a proper observance of moderate 
and patriotic counsels, such as it is your honored privilege to give 
utterance to, as the chosen representatives of the people of Ten- 
nessee. The series of laws passed by the last Congress, known 
as the “ compromise measures,” I regard as a great final settle- 
ment of the questions connected with slavery. Under the circum- 
stances existing at the time of the passage of these measures, | 
believe that settlement the best that could have been effected, 
both for the North and the Sonth—that in no other way could the 
peace of the country and the integrity of the Union have been so 
certainly preserved; and that any attempt now to disturb it, if 
successful, would tend to the extreme peril of the Union, and of 
that peace, prosperity and happiness which we so eminently enjoy 
under it. My sentiments are directly at variance with those, 
whether in the North or in the South, who are dissatisfied with, 
and would peril the stability of the Union, on account of the enact- 
ment of this great adjustment. I rejoice to witness, from day to 
day, increased evidence that the American people will sustain 
this signal achievement of wisdom and patriotism, and thus secure 
its complete and ultimate triumph over the mischievous purposes 
of designing politicians both at the North and the South. T do 
not doubt that its provisions wil! be strictly and rigidly enforced 
by the patriotic administration now in control of the Government; 
and I am strongly persuaded, that a sound public opinion will 
firmly maintain them inviolate on the statute book. 

In conclusion, I can only assure you of my earnest desire, trat 
you shal] adopt such measures as will redound to the honor, the 
prosperity and glory of our beloved State, and of my cordial co- 
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operation in whatever you may devise, that tends to promote the 


general welfare.

Judges of the Su- 
preme Court shall be thirty-five years of age, and shall be elected 
for the term of eight years. 

The 5th section of the sixth article shall be so amended as to 
read as follows: 

DeC. 5. An Attorney General for the State shall be elected by 
the qualified voters of the State at large, and the Attorney for the 
State for any circuit or district to which a Judge of an inferior 
court may be assigned, shall be elected by the qualified voters 
within the bounds of such circuit or district, in the same manner 
that members to the General Assembly are elected; all said Attor- 
neys, both for the State and circuits or districts, shall hold their 
offices for the term of six years. In all cases where an Attorney 
General for a district fails or refuses to attend and prosecute 
according to law, the court shall have power to appoint an Attor- 
ney, pro tempore.

en the constitution and liberties of the country; Anp WHEREAS, 
the people of Tennessee, through her Legislature, desire distinct- 
ly to state their views on these questions : 

1. Resolved therefore by the General Assembly of the State of 
Tennessee, That the people of this State feel, and ardently cher- 
ish, an abiding devotion to the Union and Constitution of the Uni- 
ted States. 

2. Resolved, That the Constitution of the United States does not 
recognise on the part of any of the States of this Union the right 
of secession, and the people of the United States, in the adoption 
thereof, did ordain and establish a government of limited powers 
and nota confederacy merely, and thatit proceeds upon the idea 
that itis to be perpetual, like other powers of government, sub- 
ject only to be destroyed by revolution. 

3. Resolved, That the State of Tennessee maintains the right of 
the people of the State, whenever palpably, intolerably and un- 
constitutionally oppressed by the government of the U. States, to 
resist its illegal action by force, if necessary, but this right is, in 
its character revolutionary, and that there is no cause at the pres- 
ent for the exercise of such right. ` 

4. ‘Resolved, That this State will aid the Executive of the Uni- 
ted States, whenever necessary, by all legal means, in executing 
the constitutional laws of the United States ; but in that spirit of 
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hope and kindness which must exist between the States to pre- 
serve the Union, she warns her sister States of the North that a 
repeal of or failure to enforce the provisions of the fugitive slave bill, 
or any modification of it so as to destroy its efficiency, will lead to ~ 
a train of deplorable consequences, from which a dissolution of 
the Union will be the most probable result, and she hereby gives 
utterance to her unqualified condemnation of the agitation of the 
subject of slavery in the Northern States, and all the steps taken 
and the movements set on foot by the fanatics and abolitionists 
to resist the execution of the law for: the reclimation of fugitive 
slaves. 

5. Resolved, That the laws passed by the last Congress for the 
compromise of the slavery questions meet with the approbation of 
Tennessee, aS being the best which, under the circumstances, 
could be adopted ; that their passage was not a triumph of either 
party or section; and they are regarded asa settlement in princi- 
ple and substance,-a final settlement of the dangerous and exci- 
ting subject which it embraces, and the State of Tennessee hereby 
pledges her hearty support in their enforcement. i 

6. Resolved, That the President of the United States has placed 
himself high in the great work of pacifying the country, and has- 
received the meed of approbation from political friends and politi- 
cal foes—that the people of Tennessee partake of this sentiment, 
and with pleasure render him justice in the great matter of the 
salvation of the country; and rejoice that we have in this crisis, a 
patriot and a statesman at the head of affairs who knows his duty 
and dares to perform it. 

7. Resolved, That the course of the President of the United 
States in the management of our foreign relations—in mainten- 
ance of good faith with all foreign nations—in his determination 
to enforce the laws of the United States—and in his administra- 
tion of the affairs of the nation generally—meets with the hearty 
approbation of the people of Tennessee. 

8. Resolved, That duty and patriotism enjoin upon the United 

States government carefully to avoid alliances with foreign pow- 
ai and to have as little political connection as possible with 
them. 
-9, Resolved, Finally, in the language of the Father of the Con- 
stitution, that ‘ours is a government which avoids intrusion in the 
internal affairs of other nations, and repels them from its own ;’ 
and that a departure from this time-honored policy would, in the 
opinion of this General Assembly, endanger its independence, if 
it did not become the immediate precursor of its downfall.

4. Resolved, We regard the admission of California, at the time 
and in the manner in which she was admitted as a State of the 
Union—in derogation of the rights of the southern people. 

5. Resolved, That the abolition of the slave trade in the District 
of Columbia with the penalty thereto attached, is a dangerous ex- 
ercise of power by Congress; and if that power shall be insisted 
upon, we regard this Union in the greatest danger. 

6. Resolved, Though many of the above measures we deprecate, 
and feel in their enactment manifest wrong and injury is done us;

intercepting the navigation of said river; hit in 1847, a corn flat 
boat belonging to a Mr. Gould was drawn by the current of wa- 
ter into said shute out of the main channel of the river, and struck 
against said mill, injuring the boat so as to cause it to sink im- 
mediately. Gould brought an action for damages against Carter 
for the value of the boat and corn. The suit was tried in the cir- 
cuit court of Smith county, and Carter made a successfal defence ; 
Guold appealed, and the supreme court reversed the judgment of 
the court below ; and when the suit was again tried under the di- 
rection of the supreme court,,Gould recovered a judgment against 
Carter for a sum, including necessary attornies’? fees and costa to- 
gether, amounting to $1934 29; that Carter has received by vol- 
untary subscriptions fe om his friendsin consequence of his loss, the 
sum of $227 50; that Carter has also incurred the further loss of 
having to remove his mill out of the river; that he is not wealthy, 
but before this misfortune to him, ponasioned by being misléd by 
the said act of Assembly, he had property sufficient for a compe- 
tent support of himself and family. In view of all the circum- 
stances in this case, your committee are of opinion that it would 
be right that said Carter should have some aid from the Treasury 
of the State; and therefore they recommend the adoption of the 
resolution, which is herewith reported, appropriating the sum 
of $590 out of the Treasury for the benefit of John S. Carter; all 
of which is respectfully submitted.

their wisdom may deem expedient, in relation to the traffic in 
spirits, without an infringement on the constitutional rights of any 
one. 
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The people under this happy form of government of ours, when 
entering into a compact to legislate for and govern themselves, 
part with certain rights to more effectually secure others, and 
that, too, on such terms as they may mutually agree upon; this 
being so, your committee believe that the Legislature of Tennes- 
see may constitutionally pass a law authorizing the sale of liquors 
W any quantity they may deem advisable, be that quantity great 
orsmall. And upon this, as well as all other subjects of legisla- 
tion, legislators should keep in view the greatest good to the 
greatest number. And hence the subject of tippling is a legiti- 
mate subject of memorial, and the people have the right to make 
known their grievances, either real or supposed, on this as well as 
any other subject, that they may think abridges their rights; and 
their memorials should be respectfully considered of; and hence 
legistors may give such votes in relation to the traffic in liquor, 
and not infringe on the constitutional rights of any; and in so do- 
ing your committee does not believe they are acting anti-republi- 
can. 

Your committee would feel like they had not discharged their 
whole duty if they were not here to notice the course of the Sen- 
ator from Benton in relation to the subject of tippling since he 
has had the honor of a seat in the Senate. The committee feel 
themselves fully authorized in stating that they have with pleas- 
ure witnessed the course of that honorable Senator on the subject 
of tippling, and will here take occasion to say that he has on the 
subject of tippling, as well as all others, pursued a high minded 
and honorable course ; and as your committee believe, endeavor- 
ing at no time to suppress or stifle the will of a majority, but at all 
times presenting such petitions as were addressed to his care on the 
subject of tippling as well those for as those against it; and your 
committee would state that the charge against the honorable Sen- 
ator from Benton, as acting anti-republican on this subject, is

When, Senators, this day five months ago I assumed upon my- 
self the duties of your presiding officer, not without a knowledge 
of the difficulties and responsibilities-of the position, I relied for 
success, in no small degree, upon the kindness and forbearance of 
my brother Senators. I could not then hope that my course would 
be free from errors, I cannot now flatter myself that I have not 
erred. But my expectations of assistance and support from you, 
have at no time been disappointed; and whatever errors I may 
have committed, have been by you, generously overlooked and 
blotted out forever. And I assure you, in all sincerity, that I am 
not more proud of the position which I have occupied in this Sen- 
ate Chamber, than I am of the uniform respect and support which 
I have received, in the discharge of my duties, from every member 
and officer of the Senate. And for this, no less than for the reso- 
lution which you have just adopted, I return you, one and all, the 
assurances of my most sincere gratitude. The period has now ar- 
rived for the termination of our labors here. They have been 
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long and arduous and not without important results. Indeed, this 
session of the General Assembly will constitute an era in the his- 
tory of Tennessee ; and her future historian will point to our legis- 
lation as the cause of many important results. The Internal Im- 
provement acts, the Free Banking System, the Homestead Exemp- 
tion law, the first (always the most difficult) steps which hag been 
taken in the work of Law Reform, (to say nothing of many laws, 
second in importance only to these,) are monuments of legislation 
intended by this General Assembly to commemorate its devotion 
to the prosperity and glory of the State, and so may they prove. 
Not having myself been able to concur in all these measures, 
yet, having been efacted, I earnestly trust that they may in 
their influences upon the country prove eminently salutary and 
meet the fullest expectations of those respectively who with 
such signal zeal and ability, have urged and secured their 
enactment. But it is not for me, nor for us, to pronounce 
authoritatively upon their merits. Experience and circum- 
stances must try them, and time, austere and impartial time, 
with an iron pen, will record their just judgment. If that 
judgment shall be in favor of these great measures, their respec- 
tive friends may well be proud of their connection with them.— 
If, without material injury to the finances of the State, her im- 
mense mineral and agricultural wealth shall be opened to the 
world—if a sound circulating medium shall be furnished to the 
people, secured beyond the power of mismanagemént and fraud— 
if justice shall be rendered more accessible, in our courts, or its 
administration more simple—and if, without injury to other inter- 
ests in society, the widow and the orphan shall be secured in their 
ancient homestead, and the graves of their fathers and their chil- 
dren preserved from the ruthless tread of the stranger, and their 
attachment strengthened to our soil—if these auspicious results 
shall follow, Tennessee, already occupying a proud place among 
her sister States—central in position—the very apex of the great 
dome of the Union, will receive new and vast accessions to her 
power, her influence and her glory. Whatever differences of opin- 
ion we may have heretofore entertained upon these subjects, we 
may now cordially unite in the fervent hope that such may be 
the satisfactory result. And now we separate—again I recur for 
a moment with pleasure to the cordial character of our relations 
during this long and interesting session. The intercourse between 
you and myself has ever been kind and respectful on your part—I 
hope never unkind nor disrespectful on mine. Strengthened by 
these reflections, the associations of this Senate Chamber will sur- 
vive, in my memory, the lapse of many years. And when here- 
after I shall hear, as I trust I shall full surely hear of your indi- 
vidual prosperity and advancement in life, the tidings will come 
to me, clothed with many pleasureable recollections. Repeating 
my acknowledgements for the resolution just adopted, and wish- 
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ing you all a safe return to your homes and families, it only re- 
mains for me to pronounce, and I do now pronounce, the adjourn- 
ment of the Senate without day.
